SOFIA Bulgaria April 16—The 
death toll from Saturday's earthquak 
in southern Buigaria was reduced Sun- 
day when authentic reports brought

indicated 
The total is now placed at twenty 


dead and something less than 100 in- 
jured 

The smallness of the casualty list ts 
explained by the fortunate fact that 
the earthquake happened on a public 


holiday when most of the populace 
was out in the streets cf the various 
towns, or picnicking in the country 
Buildings in the affected region for 
the most part are not large and not 
close together 
Shook Wide Area 
Andrey Liaptcheff, who is minister

ited the stricken districts and repor 
that the ‘quake damage took place in 
an area about 15 miles in circumfe1 
ence, with Tchirpan as the centre 
this area has a total population 
around 120,000 

The premier described Tchirpan as 
uninhabitable with nearly all its puild- 
ings demolished or badly damaged. He 
said that Borrisgrad was three-fourths 
demolished and that the village 
Dumourovo was completely razed 

There were 12 killed and 50 injured, 
at Tchirpan and eight killed in sur- 
rounding villages. The hospital at 
Techirpan collapsed but through sone 
miracle the patients were saved from 
death. 

‘The first shocks occurred at ten- 
thirty Saturday morning and were fo!- 
lowed by 20 others spread over the en- 
tire day.
